4. This district requires thousands 
of bushels of feed and seed oats for 
the coming spring, which, like the 
steam cual mentioned above, should be 
delivered by the railway company dur- 
ing the months of January and Feb- 
ruary to enable the farmers to haul the 
same home before the rush of spring 
work commences, If these deliveries 
are rot made before spring much loss 
of time and money will be the result. 

For these reasons as well as those 
set out on page two of a letter signed 
by the Chief Commissioner on Septem- 
ber 30th., 1918, referring to your order 
No, 27727 in which he states: ‘‘On the 
Stirling, Seffield and Irricana subdivis- 
ions the people have to depend entirely 
upon the mixed train service for rail- 
| way transportation facilities and can- 
| not reasonably be asked to do with lees 
| than a two trips per week service.”’ 
| Now we, the undersigned representa- 
{tives of our respective organizations, 
| here in convention, do most seriously 
| petition your Honourable Body to in- 
| vestigate and intervene in behalf of 
| our welfare, and to instruct the Can- 
;adian Pacific Railway Company to re-
